Sweet Potato-Pork Casserole 

The first menu today requires a 
total preparing and baking time 
of about an hour. For the main 
dish, slice 5 sweet potatoes cross- 
wise, put a layer in a greased bak- 
ing dish and sprinkle with salt, 
pepper and brown sugar, Continue 
until all the potatoes are used. 
Pour over enough hot milk to al- 
most cover. Rub 6 pork chops with 
Salt and pepper and place on top 
of the potatoes. Cover and bake in 
a hot oven about 45 minutes. Re- 
move the cover and let bake until 
the chops are brown and tender. 

As soon as you pop the pork 
chops into the oven, scrub, scrape 
and dice 1 bunch of carrots.

Pour %4 
cup melted butter and 1 tablespoon 
sugar over the carrots, sprinkle 
with paprika and bake for 45 
minutes.

It’ will not take more 
than 15 minutes to: bake in. hot 
oven, so you can wait until you 
are dishing up supper. 

Mock Duck 

If you préfer the mock duck, put 
2 pounds. of beef from the lower 
part of the round through the 
focd chopper. Season it well with 
salt and pepper and flatten into an 
oblong shape. Spread with re- 
heated, left-over mashed potatoes 
that have been seasoned with a 
little finely chopped onion, chopped 
celery, and a beaten egg. Fold the 
meat roll together and put into a 
greased baking dish, place strips
